New York, Dec. 17.—The Cunarder

five hours in midocean with her sis- 
ter ship, the Umbria. 
Long before 


either Ehip sighted the 
other, their 


commanders were conversing by the 
Marconi wireless system. The posi- 
tion of- each ship was known on the 
other before their main trucks showed 
above the horizon. The Eutruria left 
liverpool on December 7, the- same 
day'the Umbria steamed out ot" Now 
York. They" were 1630 miles east, 
northeast of Sandy Hook, when they 
passed each other last Wednesday, or 
in latitude 45.7 and longitude 51.7. 


Five hoiffs before that or when they 


were fully 100 miles apart, the receiv- 
er on the Etruria began to click warn- 
ingly. The operator replied and then 
the word '"Umbria" was slowly spelled 


the other planets. We know that the 
ether which fills all space extends, for 
instance, to the beginning of the Mar- 
tial atmosphere, which is presumably 
similar to our own. 


"Wherever there is no obstruction 


to the pa'ssage of the electrical cur- 
rent—that is, where it passes contin- 
uously through ether—a message may 
be sent.
